/^^jlHAT  liope  and  e-onsolation  conies 
^(UL/  from  tnese  words  of  the  Saviour  ot 
the  souls  of  men !  In  these  days  of  world 
turmoil,  when  all  things  are  in  commotion, 
when  the  very  foundation  of  security  seems 
honeycombed  with  doubt  and  danger  and 
fear,   "  What  a  refuge  we  have  in  Jesus!" 

Man  should  have^  long  ago  learned,  and  if 
he  has  not,  he  is  now  in  process  of  learning, 
that  in  the  realms  of  mortality,  set  off  by 
itself,  there  is  no  security  or  guarantee  of 
peace  and  safety.  The  greatest  efforts  of 
man  are  vulnerable  to  the  attacks  of  op- 
posing foes.  The  wealth  of  the  greatest 
money  magnates  may  slip  from  them  or  melt 
away  in  economic  disaster  leaving  them  in 
poverty  and  distress ;  the  strongest  banks 
may  close  their  doors  in  bankruptcy,  the  most 
powerful  nations  crumble  to  dvist  and  their 
people  be  absorbed  or  destroyed  by  an  in- 
vading enemy.  Man's  best  made  plans  may 
fail  dismally  or  may,  for  a  time,  succeed  only 
at  length  to  meet  frustration  and  succumb  to 
some  element  of  opposition.  All  these 
things  have  happened  over  and  over  again. 
In  the  affairs  of  men  there  is  no  security. 
As  for  peace,  no  nation  or  people  under 
heaven  can  of  themselves  know  that  they 
are  going  to  enjoy  long  continued  peace.  All 
that  they  can  do  by  their  best  planned 
efforts  cannot  guarantee  to  them  a  coveted 
peace.  For  evidence  of  it  one  need  but 
look  to  the  warring  nations  of  to-day  and 
sense  the  anxiety  that  now  troubles  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  people  yet  .enjoying  a 
temporary  peace. 

But  the  programme  of  humanity  need  not 
be  so  cloudy  as  the  above  would  indicate. 
Jesus  while  here  gave  the  plan  by  which 
l>eace  might  be  made  perpetual.  The  whole 
matter  is  solved  by  obedience  to  just  two 
rules  He  left  with  us : 

Thou   shalt   love  the   Lord  thy   God   with 

all   thv   heart,    and   with   all   thv   soul,   and 

with  all  thy  mind.       This  is  the  first  and 

great   commandment.        And  the  second  is 

like  unto  it.  Thou  slialt  love  thy  neighbour 

as  thyself.       On  these  two  commandments 

hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets. 

If    men    would    but    adhere    to    these    two 

divine  injunctions  there  would  be  no  war  and 

the  untold  loss  and  sorrow  and  suffering  that 

follow  in  its  wake  woiild  give  place  to  peace 

and  haopiness  and  prosperity.       The  world's 

fabulous   expenditure   for   implements   of  war 

for  the  suppression  of  crime  could  be  turned 

in  the  avenues  of  ever  onward  progress. 

But  when  the  great  majority  of  mankind 
will    not    subscribe  to   this  axiomatic   rule  of 


Ijeace  and  happiness,  then  what  can  (jtliers 
do? 

More  than  a  hundred  years  ago  the  Lord 
said  : 

For  i  am  no  respector  of  persons  and 
will  that  all  men  shall  know  the  day 
speedily  cometli  ;  the  hour  is  not  yet,  but 
is  nigh  at  band,  when  peace  shall  be  taken 
from  the  earth,  and  the  devil  -shall  have 
power  over  his  own  dominion. — I),  and  C. . 
1  :35. 

But  he  adds  this  consoling  and  reassuring 
thought : 

And  also  the  Lord  shall  have  power  over 
His  saints,   and  shall  reign  in  their  midst, 
and  shall  come  down  in  judgment  upon  the 
world. 
And  again  we  quote  from  St.  John: 

These    things    I    have  .spoken    unto   you. 
that  in   me  ye   might   have  peace.      In   the 
world  ye  shall  have  tribulation  ;  but  be  of 
good   cheer ;   I  have  overcome  the  world. 
For    those    who    have    a    knowledge    of   the 
Gospel  including  the  programme  of  life  in  its 
eternal    duration,    whose    lives   are   dedicated 
to  the  objective  of  human  salvation  as  pro- 
vided  by   Salvation's   Author — for  them  even 
vi'ar  loses  much  of  its  terror.    For  them  even 
death  i«  swallowed  up  in  victory  and  has  lost 
much    of    its    sting.  Their    great    goal    is 

beyond  the  bounds  of  death,  and  the 
temporalities  of  life  are  but  incidents  bv  the 
way. 

The  Master  once   said  to   His  disciples : 

Think  not  T  am  come  to  send  peace  on 
the  earth  ;  1  came  not  to  send  peace  but 
the  sword.

|HE  temple  ordinance  of  sealing, 
as  believed  in  and  practiced  by 
the  Latter-day  Saints,  is  of  divine  origin. 
Sealing  is  that  ceremony  that  seals, 
binds,  or  unites  the  wife  to  the  husband 
and  the  children  to  their  parents  in  a 
family  relationship  for  time  and  for  all 
eternity,  when  performed  by  one  having 
the  authority  of  the  Holy  Priesthood  and 
acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Church. 

Through  this  temple  ordinance,  those 
receiving  it,  if  they  continue  faithful,  may 
attain  to  a  fulness  of  the  Priesthood  and 
the  highest  heaven  or  degree  of  the 
celestial  kingdom,  becoming  eventually 
perfect  as  individuals  and  as  members  of 
a  perfected  celestial  family  organization. 

Marriages  performed  under  authority 
of  the  law  of  the  land  are  for  time  only, 
and  the  family  union  so  formed  comes  to 
an  end  when  death  separates  the  con- 
tracting parties.  The  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  however,  provides  for  a  marriage 
covenant  that  will  endure  eternally, 
uniting  husband  and  wife  not  only  for 
time — while  they  shall  live  together  upon 
earth — but  throughout  the  endless  ages  of 
eternity  which  will  follow  death. 

Such  an  eternal  marriage  covenant  can 
only  be  performed  by  those  having  the 
proper  Priesthood  authority  and  appoint- 
ment. It  follows  that  during  times  when 
this  divine  authority  was  not  upon  the 
earth  vast  numbers  of  couples  were  neces- 


sarily married  for  time  only.  But  the 
Lord  is  kind  and  just  and  has  made  it 
possible  for  those  who  died  without  the 
privilege  and  opportunity  of  being  mar- 
ried or  sealed  for  time  and  eternity  to 
have  this  ordinance  administered  vicari- 
ously for  them,  in  temples,  by  their  living 
descendants.  Not  only  does  the  sealing 
covenant  provide  for  the  eternal  union  of 
husband  and  wife,  but  provision  is  also 
made  for  children  to  be  linked  as  such 
eternally  to  their  parents. 

The  importance  of  the  sealing  ordi- 
nance is  expressed  by  Apostle  James  E. 
Talmadge  as  follows  : — 

"  Even  as  husband  and  wife,  though 
legally  wedded  under  the  secular  law, 
must  be  sealed  by  the  authority  of  the 
Holy  Priesthood  if  their  union  is  to  be 
valid  in  eternity,  so  must  children  who 
have  been  born  to  parents  married  for 
time  only  be  sealed  to  their  parents 
after  father  and  mother  have  been 
sealed  to  each  other  in  the  order  of 
celestial  marriage.  The  Church  affirms 
the  eternal  perpetuity  of  all  family 
relationships  existing  on  earth  under 
the  seal  and  authority  of  the  Priest- 
hood, and  declares  none  other  relation- 
ship will  be  binding  after  death." 
Says  President  Brigham  Young  : 

"  Children  born  to  parents,  before 
the  latter  enter  into  the  fulness  of  the 
covenants,  have  to  be  sealed  to  them  in 
a  temple  to  become  legal  heirs  of  the 
Priesthood.  It  is  true  they  can  receive 
the  ordinances,  they  can  receive 
their  endowments,  and  be  blessed  in

And  the  Lord  God  spake  unto  Moses,  saying  ....  and  there  is  no  end  to  my  works, 
neither  to  my  words.  For  behold  this  is  my  work  and  my  glory — to  bring  to  pass 
the  immortality  and  eternal  life  of  man."     (Moses  1    :  37-39.) 


Y  these  few  words  which 
the  Lord  spoke  to  the 
Prophet  Moses  we  are  able  to 
realize  and  comprehend  the 
magnificence  and  magnitude  of 
the  work  of  God.  Herein  He 
has  said  that  His  glory  is  to 
bring  to  pass  the  immortality 
and  the  eternal  life  of  man.  The 
question  may  well  be  asked — To 
whom  does  the  Lord  refer  in  this 
statement?  Does  He  mean  that 
only  the  chosen  of  Israel  are  to 
be  those  who  shall  obtain  immortality,  or 
does  he  infer  that  only  those  who  have 
been  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  while  they  lived  on  the  earth  are 
to  have  eternal  life? 

Considered  in  the  light  of  prophetic 
revelation  given  to  man  in  all  ages,  the 
unqualified  answer  to  this  question  is — 
No  !  The  Lord  does  not  mean  that  any 
particular  group  of  people  shall  have 
eternal  life.  It  is  His  will  that  every 
person  that  has  walked  on  the  face  of  the 
earth,  whether  male  or  female,  black  or 
white,  bond  or  free.  Christian  or  non- 
Christian,  shall  have  immortality  and 
eternal  life.  It  is  true  enough  that  those 
who  have  been  faithful  members  of  His 
Church  while  living  in  the  flesh  shall  re- 
ceive greater  glory  and  exaltation  in  the 
kingdoms  of  God  than  those  who  have  not 
been  so  faithful.  But  the  realization  that 
all  men  are  to  be  eventually  saved, 
regardless  of  conditions  under  which  they 
lived  in  mortality,  provokes  the  thinking 
person  to  wonder  how  this  great  feat  is 
to  be  accomplished.  Especially  so  when 
one  considers  the  fact  that  millions  upon 
millions  of  people  have  never  heard  the 
Gospel  and  that  manv  who  are  aware  of 
the  plan  of  salvation  have  not  taken 
advantage  of  its  teachings. 

Happy   is  the  thought   that  the   Priest- 


hood of  God  has  been  restored 
to  the  earth  by  latter-day  revela- 
tion and  that  a  knowledge  of  this 
important  matter  is  had  by  men 
m  these  days,  just  as  it  was  had 
in  other  dispensations  when  the 
true  Church  of  Christ  was  upon 
the  earth.  Also  those  who  have 
the  proper  authority  may  ad- 
minister ordinances  in  the  lem- 
ples  of  the  Lord,  just  as  in  olden 
times,  whereby  salvation  may  be 
obtained  by  those  who  have  not 
lieard  the  (iospel  (good  news  of  God) 
while  they  were  upon  the  earth  and  con- 
sequently have  not  had  the  privilege  of 
being  baptized  into  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Inasmuch  as  Jesus  told  Nico- 

demus,  "  except  a  man  be  born  of  water 
and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God  "  (John  3  :  5),  we  be- 
lieve that  every  man,  of  necessity  must 
be  baptized  either  personally  or  by  proxy, 
in  order  that  this  law  of  Heaven  might 
be  fulfilled.  Consequently,  if  a  man  has 
not  been  baptized  while  yet  alive,  provi- 
sion must  be  made,  and  has  been  made, 
to  have  this  earthly  ordinance  performed 
in  a  vicarious  manner.  Thus  it  is  that 
Temples  have  been  built  in  these  latter- 
days,  just  as  they  were  built  in  the  days 
of  Solomon,  that  the  important  work  of 
salvation  for  the  dead  may  be  accom- 
plished. 

The  Apostle  Paul  understood  this  doc- 
trine of  baptism  for  the  dead,  as  did  all 
the  Apostles  of  Christ.  Indeed,  the 
Christians  in  the  days  of  Paul  must  have 
understood  the  principle  so  well  that  he 
deemed  it  necessary  to  mention  it  only 
briefly  in  a  letter  to  the  Corinthians,  in 
which  he  pointed  out  to  them  that  resur- 
rection from  the  dead  w^as  a  reality.  He 
said  in  part:  "  Else  what  shall  they  do 
that  are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead

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THE    IMMORTALITY   OF    MAN

at  the  funeral  of  one  of  his  friends.  Since  this  address  was  given.  Dr.  Pock,  too. 
has  passed  on   into  that  hereafter,  of  which  he  so  confidently  spoke.) 


CCASIONS  of  this  kind  bring 
home  sharply  to  us  the  ques- 
tion of  eternal  life.  The  thought  has 
been  expressed  that  we  have  hope  in  a 
hereafter.  Indeed,  if  such  were  not  the 
case,  conditions  of  this  kind  would  be 
overwhelming. 

There  are  those,  however,  who  feel 
that  when  we  die  we  cease  to  exist,  and, 
strangely  this  belief  is  not  limited  entirely 
to     unbelievers     in     God.  Latter-day 

.Saints  teach  that  this  life  is  merely  a 
preliminarv   to   the   life   to   come.  The 

Church  teaches  that  without  a  bod}-  in  the 
resurrection,  the  human  spirit  cannot  re- 
ceive a  fulness  of  joy.  And  so,  we  not 
only  look  forward  to  a  continuation  of  life 
hereafter  but  also  to  an  actual,  literal 
resurrection  of  the  body  in  a  purified  anfl 
glorified  form. 

Of  rec^ent  years  a  wave  of  criticism 
concerning  belief  in  the  resurrection  has 
spread  over  the  land,  and,  by  some,  those 
who  believe  in  the  resurrection  h.-i\e  been 
criticized    as    primitive    and    unthoughtful 

in  their  conceptions To  me  the 

destruction  of  the  human  soul,  the  human 
spirit,  at  the  time  of  death  is  absolutelN 
unthinkable.  I  make  that  statement,  noi 
so  much  from  the  standpoint  of  my  re- 
ligious convictions  as  from  the  standpoint 
of   my   scientific   convictions.  If   there 

should  be  young  men  and  young  women 
in  this  congregation  to-day  who  feel  that 
their  scientific  training  is  leading  them 
awa}-  from  belief  in  God,  I  shall  be 
pleased  if  thev  will  note  carefully  what  is 
said. 

At  the  outset,  let  me  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that,  so  far  as  we  as  scientists 
know  nothing  in  the  universe  is 
destroyed.  It  will  be  recalled  that  we 
have  attempted  in  \arious  ways  to  destro} 
both  matter  and  energ\ .  We  have  dis- 
covered that  if  we  take  a  particle  of  sand 
or  dust   from   the  street  and  grind  it   in  a 


mortar  with  a  pestle,  subject  it  to  the 
white  heat  of  the  electric  furnace,  and 
subject  it  to  all  of  the  destructive  pro- 
cesses capable  of  being  devised  by  the 
brain  of  man,  we  are  unable  in  any  sense 
to  decrease  its  amount.  Moreover,  it  is 
a  doctrine  widely  accepted  in  scientific 
circles  that  even  energx  cannot  be 
destroyed.  I  repeat  that  so  far  as  we 
know,  absolutel}-  nothing  in  the  entire 
universe  is  capable  of  undergoing  destruc- 
tion. While  it  is  true  that  both  energy 
and  matter  may  be  changed  in  both  form 
and  function,  that  transfer  does  not  result 
in  destruction. 

I  am  a  very  great  admirer  of  human 
lieings,  and  particularly  those  who  appre- 
ciate themselves  and  who  are  attempting 
to  make  of  themselves  the  best  possible, 
for  I  see  in  the  human  brain,  the  human 
mind,  the  human  consciousness,  the  verx 
pinnacle  of  God's  creations.  The  brain 
of  man  transcends  the  height  of  a  moun- 
tain, the  depth  of  the  sea,  the  flash  of 
lightning,  the  whirl  of  the  wind.  There 
is  nothing  in  the  \\orld  that  is  equal  to 
the  human  brain.  It  is  a  well-known 
fact  to  those  who  have  given  the  matter 
consideration  that  the  brain  of  man  is  the 
only   thing  capable  of  controlling   nature. 

Most  of  us  are  here  to-da\  as  a  result 
of  riding,  probably  in  a  motor  car.  That 
motor  car  \\as  conceived  and  designed  b\ 
the  brain  of  man,  and  through  its  opera- 
tions \\e  are  able,  in  a  large  measure,  to 
eliminate  both  time  and  space.  It  is  now- 
possible  for  us  to  fly  through  the  air,  and 
fo  make  passage  beneath  the  surface  of 
the  sea.  \W  can  speak  from  continent 
to  continent  and  have  our  voices  plainly 
heard.  All  this  is  brought  about  bv  the 
brain  of  man,  and  it  is  readih-  admitted 
b\  those  who  have  given  this  matter 
thought  that  there  are  no  limitations  to 
which  the  brain  of  man  cannot  go.

alert  use  of  their  mental  equipment  made 
them  the  equal  of  anybody,  and  they  had 
never  known  that  money  was  considered 
wealth . 

But  it  was  from  little  Mrs.  Joiner,  who 
shared  her  home  with  both  her  mother- 
and  her  sister-in-law,  that  Dot  learned 
the  greatest  lesson.  Such  congeniality 
among  three  women  Dot  had  never  seen. 
Down  in  her  heart  she  pondered  much  on 
how  it  came  about,  since  her  own 
relationship  with  her  husband's  mother 
and  sister  was  strained  and  uncomfort- 
able. Finally  the  opportunity  came  and 
Dot   sought  an  explanation. 

"  I  really  give  myself  credit,"  laughed 
Mrs.  Joiner  when  Dot  questioned  her 
about   it.  "  You    see,"   she   said  very 

softly,  "  I  came  from  another  com- 
munity which,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  carries 
no  such  reputation  as  this  ;  and  when  I 
arrived  I  was  quick  to  sense  I  was  un- 
wanted in  a  family  that  without  me  was 
harmonious.  My  husband  realized  1 
wanted  to  be  friendly  with  my  in-laws 
and  shared  the  truth  with  me.  His 
mother  and  sister,  he  told  me  truthfully, 
resented  sharing  his  attention  and  affec- 
tion ;  they  were  jealous  of  me  and  my 
place." 

"  Well,"  said  Dot,  "  you  seem  to  have 
found  a  way  around  it,  all  right." 

"  Oh,    yes,"    explained    Mrs.    Joiner, 


"  but  it  took  both  time  and  patience.  My 
first  move  was  to  send  John  home 
frequently  for  a  visit  with  his  mother  and 
sister.  It  was  hard  for  me  to  do,  but  it 
gave  them  a  chance  to  discuss  intimate 
things  of  which  they  felt  at  that  time  I 
had  no  share.  Then  I  began  inviting 
them  to  our  home,  and  making  them  so 
thoroughly  comfortable  that  they  had  no 
excuse  for  thinking  I  wanted  to  hog  my 
husband's  affections  or  to  break  him  away 
from  his  home  ties.  I  made  it  a  point 
to  call  his  mother  every  morning,  some- 
times asking  her  to  tell  me  John's 
favourite  dishes  and  frequently  requesting 
her,  when  she  had  told  me,  to  come  over 
and  prepare  them  for  the  evening  dinner. 
Then  I  began  asking  his  mother  to  let  me 
drive  her  when  she  wanted  to  run  into 
town ;  sometimes  I  invited  his  sister  to 
use  my  car,  which  was  a  wedding  gilt 
from  my  father.  At  first  I  was  keenly 
aware  that  they  were  jbuzzled  over  my 
attitude,  but  when  they  realized  I  was 
sincere  in  the  matter,  well — "  she  added 
sofetly,  "  I  simply  became  one  of  them, 
and  we've  lived  on  pleasant  terms  ever 
since." 

After  that  bit  of  information,  Dot  went 
home  to  do  a  little  thinking  on  her  own 
behalf.  Three  miles  up  the  valley  lived 
her  husband's  people.  She  had  been  to 
see  them  twice,  and  they  had  returned 
both  her  visits,  but  between  them  there 
was  a  chilly  atmosphere.

When  all  temple  work  is  completed, 
each  faithful  person  will  have  joined  to 
him  bv  the  sealing  ordinances  every  one 
of  his  faithful  descendants  to  the  end  of 
time.  He,  in  turn,  will  be  connected  by 
sealing  with  his  fathers  in  the  order  of 
their  generations  back  to  Adam  in  a  per- 
fect chain  of  Patriarchal  Priesthood. 

President  George  O.  Cannon,  in  his 
Life  of  Joseph  Smith,   has  written  : 

"  He  bestowed  upon  the  faithful 
apostles  and  other  chosen  ones  the 
endowments,  and  gave  them  the  keys 
of  the  Priesthood  in  their  fulness  as  he 
had   received   them.  He   also  taught 

and  administered  to  them  the  sealing 
ordinances,  explaining  in  great  plain- 
ness and  powei'  the  manner  in  which 
luisbands  and  wi\es,  parents  and 
children  are  to  be  united  by  eternal 
ties,  and  the  whole  human  family  back 
to  Father  .\dam  f)e  linked  together  in 
indissoluble  bonds.  In  imparting  these 
glorious  principles  and  bestowing  these 
keys  and  powers  upon  his  fellow - 
apostles,  the  P'rophet  was  fillctl  with 
god-like      power.  More      important 

doctrines  and  ordinances  were  ne\'er 
imparted   unto  man. 

"  The  spirit  which  rested  upon 
Joseph  in  teaching  and  upon  the  people 
in  listening  to  them  (for  he  dwelt  much 
upon  these  i^rinciples  in  public  dis- 
courses) will  never  be  forgotten  by 
those  who  heard  him.  It  was  to  the 
deep  and  abiding  effect  of  these  teach- 
ings upon  the  minds  of  the  Saints  that 
the  extraordinarv  exertions,  which  were 
made  after  his  death  in  completing  the 
temple,   may  chieflv  be  attributed." 


Joseph  Smith,  in  Section  12i8  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants,  writing  of  those 
who  hold    the    Priesthood   of   God,    says : 

"  Hence,  whatsoever  those  men  did 
in  authorit}',  in  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
and  did  it  trul\  and  faithfull\-,  and  kept 
a  proper  and  iaithful  record  of  the 
same,  it  became  a  law  on  earth  and  in 
heaven,  and  could  not  be  annulleti, 
according  to  the  decrees  of  the  great 
Jehovah." 
Again  : 

"  The  doctrine  or  sealinu  pcwtr  of 
Flijah  is  as  follows  :  li  \ou  have  power 
to  seal  on  earth  and  in  heaven,  then  we 
should   be   wise.  The  first  thing  \ou 

do,  go  and  seal  on  earth  your  sons  and 
daughters  unto  yourself,  and  yourself 
unto   your   fathers   in   eternal  glor}." 

Referring  to  the  coming  of  FHijah,  in 
the  eighteenth  \erse,  he  sa\  s  : 

"  It  is  SLillicient  to  know,  in  this  case, 
that  the  earth  will  be  smitten  with  a 
curse  unless  there  is  a  welding  link  of 
some  kind  or  other  between  the  fathers 
and  the  children  ....  For  we  without 
them  cannot  be  made  perfect  ;  neither 
can  they  without  us  be  made  perfect. 
Neither  can  they,  nor  we,  be  made  per- 
fect without  those  who  have  died  in  the 
gospel  also  ;  for  it  is  necessarv  in  the 
ushering  in  of  the  dispensation  of  tiie 
lulness  of  times,  which  dispensation  is 
now  beginning  to  usher  in,  that  a  whole 
ami  complete  and  perfect  union,  and 
welding  tt)gether  of  dispensations,  and 
keys,  and  powers,  and  glories  should 
take  place  and  be  rexealed  from  the  day 
of  Ailaiu  (wen  to  the  present  time."

We  are  not  thinking  that  the  airplane 
of  to-day  is  the  limit  of  our  possible  ac- 
complishments. We  are  thinking  ol 
radio  as  in   its  very  infancy.  We  are 

thinking  of  the  time  when  man,  through 
the  power  of  his  brain,  will  be  able  to 
control  everything  in  the  universe.  We 
are  thinking  of  the  lime,  and  in  my  judg- 
ment it  is  not  far  distant,  when  all  our 
foods  will  be  made  in  laboratories  ;  when 
our  climates,  not  f)nly  locally  but  also 
universally  will  be  governed  by  the  will 
of  man.  There  was  a  time  in  the  history 
of  the  earth  when  temperate  climates  pre- 
vailed from  pole  to  pole  and  the  equatorial 
areas  were  not  unduly  warm.  This 
having  been  done  once,  can  be  done 
again  ;  and  some  day,  some  one  of  God's 
children  will  discover  the  wav  in  which 
that  was  formerly  done,  and  it  will  then 
be  repeated. 

There  are  no  limitations  to  which  tiie 
brain  of  man  cannot  go,  and  yet  there  are 
those  who  believe  that  at  the  time  of 
(leatli  this  greatest  of  all  Gods  creation: 
will  be  destroyed.  To  me  such  an 
argument  is  mere!}  foolishness.  The  un- 
believer should  be  called  upon  to  prove  his 
stand.  If  he  can  prove  that  we  can  cease 
to  exist  after  death,  he  will  startle  the 
world  by  proving  the  only  thing  in  all 
the  realm  of  reality  that  is  capable  (if 
being  destroyed. 

When  man  says  that  he  doesn't  believe 
in  life  hereafter,  he  admits,  he  tacitly 
states,  that  he  believes  that  man  is  an 
exception  to  the  law  of  God,  namely,  that 
nothing  in  the  realm  of  reality  is  capable 
of  destruction.  Therefore,  in  my  judg- 
ment, it  is  as  reasonable  to  believe  that 
we  continue  after  death  as  it  is  reasonable 
to  believe  that  the  breath  coming  from 
the  vocal  organs  may  be  changed  in 
form,  but  certainly  not  destroyed.  It  is 
as  reasonable  to  believe  that  we  will  con- 
tinue after  death  as  it  is  to  believe  that 
the  coal  that  we  burn  upon  the  hearth  is 
not  destroyed,   but  merelv  changed  in   its 

form    and  constitution Is   it 

reasonable  for  us  to  believe  that  this  dear 
sister,  the  wonderful  brain  and  personalit\ 
that  she  possessed,  should  now  exist  in  a 


state  of  annihilation? 

While  it  is  true  that  we  cannot  see, 
ordinarily,  the  spirits  of  people  after  they 
die,  yet  this  is  no  argument  against  their 
existence.  If  I  should  raise  one  of  these 
books  to  an  elevated  position  and  then 
release   it,    that   book    would   fall.  We 

would  rather  cover  our  ignorance  by 
stating  that  it  does  so  in  response  to  the 
law  of  gravity.  Strangely,  is  it  not,  that 
many  of  the  most  powerful  agencies  in 
the  world  are  they  which  we  cannot  see  or 
feel  or  perceive  by  any  of  our  senses?  If, 
as  a  scientist,  I  could  describe  to  you  to- 
day what  it  actually  is  that  causes  the  sus- 
pended book  to  fall  to  the  earth,  I  would 
startle  the  world.  My  name  would  appear 
as  headlines  in  all  of  the  great  papers 
and  magazines  of  the  world.  While  it 
is  true  that  we  know  that  there  is  some 
such  thing  as  that  which  we  designate  as 
gravity,  we  have  not  the  faintest  concep- 
tion of  what  gravit}  is.  The  combined 
ingenuity  of  great  men  of  the  world  would 
fail  in  an  effort  to  describe  it.  And  so 
the  fact  that  we  do  not  see  our  loved  ones 
after  they  pass  from  this  earth  is  cer- 
tainly no  argument  against  their  exist- 
ence. 

I  have  come  to  believe  that  when  we 
properly  educate  ourselves  in  this  matter 
of  death,  that  it  should  be  looked  upon 
as  a  most  joyous  passing.  Not  joyous 
in  the  sense  that  we  are  separated  from 
one  another,  but  joyous  in  the  release  of 
the  old  and  the  reception  of  the  new. 
The  human  body,  wonderful  and  magnifi- 
cent as  it  is,  limits  our  spirits.  \\'^c 
hear  only  a  few  of  the  sounds  that  im- 
pinge upon  our  ears.  We  see  only  a 
few  of  the  sights  that  make  record  upon 
our  eyes.  We  feel  but  a  few  of  the  im- 
pulses that  come  to  our  souls.  Many  of 
us  suffer  pain  and  disease.  In  the 
resurrection,  all  of  the  imperfections  will 
have  disappeared  and  perfection  will  have 
taken  their  places.  The  new  body  will 
be  entirely  devoid  of  pain  and  anything 
that  holds  us  back  or  keeps  our  spirits 
from  enjoying  life  to  the  utmost. 

I  have  in  my  soul  a  conviction,  as  full 
and  as  complete  as  any  conviction  that  I 
have  that  I  am  here,  that  men  and  women 
will    be    resurrected    in    a    life    hereafter.
